In the role of a modern Pilgrim 
father, President Coolidge last night 
sent his voice to all parts of the Na- 
tion, calling on his people to observe 
Thanksgiving Day. He spoke into a 
radio microphone set up in the White 
House, and, for the first time in his- 
tory, millions of Americans heard a 
Thanksgiving proclamation read by a 
President of the United States.

The 
President talksd from his study on 
the second floor of the White House, 
while his collie, Rob Roy, crouched at 
his feet. 

Just as the President began to read, 
Rob Roy emitted a loud sneeze, and 
Announcer, John Daniels and others 
present were sure that it Kad gone 
over the air. They learned later, how- 
ever, that the listeners-in had not 
heard it. 

And so today the people of Washing- 
ton, along with Americans elsewhere, 
will observe a festival that was estab- 
lished by the Plymouth pilgrims 4306 
years ago. The pilgrims set aside the 
day in acknowledgment of their first 
harvest. Americans today will pause 
and acknowledge bounties such as the 
pilgrims never dreamed of. 
Fundamentally, the Thanksgiving 
celebration today will be very much 
like the first one. There will be pray- 
ers, feasting and relaxation. 

Services at the Theater. 
President and Mrs. Coolidge will at- 
tend Thanksgiving services in Keith's 
Theater at 11 o’clock. The services will 
be held by the First Congergational 
Church, which at present is without 
a home. The Rev. Dr. Jason Noble 
Pierce will preach the sermon. 

The turkey, which Benjamin Frank- 
lin wanted designated as the national 
bird, will just about attain that status 
today. It will be the piece de resis- 
tance on the table of almost everybody 
who can afford the price, and on the 
tables of & great many who really can’t 
afford it.

Woman Attacked by Bear 
As She Shops in F Street| 


Grizzly Cub, Chained in Auto, Snaps at Mrs. Clara E. 
Graves—Owners Held on Charge of Giving: 
Exhibition Without Permit. 


An attack by a grizzly bear at Ninth 
and F streets, in the twentieth century, 
does not sound plausible, but it hap- 
pened yesterday afternoon when Mrs. 
Clara E. Graves, 52 years old, of 117 
Tenth street northeast, was bitten on 
the right arm by an 8-month-old bear 
cub from the wilds of Washington 
State. 

Chained in what its owners call “The 
Twentieth Century Prairie Schooner”’— 
an old Ford converted into a covered 
wagon—the cub reached out and buried 
its teeth in Mrs. Grave’s arm as she 
was passing after having donated some 
change to the bear’s owners, who she 
thought were disabled war veterans. 

In the excitement attendant upon 
Mrs. Graves’ first-aid treatment at a 
nearby drug store, and subsequent re- 
moval to Emergency Hospital, the cov- 
ered wagon, bear cub, supposed war 
veterans, and the monkey, which they 
used to make their collections, disap- 
peared. A general lookout was sent out 
from police headquarters for them, and 
about three-quarters of an hour later 
they were apprehended by Traffic Offi- 
cer J. R. Jenkins, at Eighteenth street 
and Columbia road northwest. 

They said they were Charles Joseph 
Keohane, 30 years old, of Fort Worth, 
Tex., and Vincent Patrick Taylor, 53 
years old, of Sidney, Australia. Their 
machine carried a 1927 Oregon license 


plate. At the First Precinct Station 
they were charged with giving a public 
exhibition without a permit. 

Mrs. Graves is a widow, employed at 
the United States Census Bureau. Her 
wound was cauterized at Emergency 
Hospital, where it was sald not to be 
serious. At her home last night she 
explained that she was on a shopping 
tour after having been dismissed from 
her office for the half-day holiday, 
and at Ninth and F streets was accosted 
by one of the men, whom she took to 
be a war veteran. She opened her purse 
and handed the man some change, re- 
fusing to accept the card which was 
offered her. The card bore the inscrip- 
tion: “The sale of this card will help 
a disabled veteran of the World War.” 
She said she noticed tke monkey hop- 
ping about the car, but had no idea 
there was a bear in the car until, in 
passing on, it reached out and grabbed 
her arm. 

A flurry in the Metropolitan Police 
Department resulted from the appre- 
hension of the “covered wagon.” Offi- 
cer Jenkins reported the prisoners’ de- 
tention to the First Precinct station 
and asked for orders. No. 1 did not 
want to house a ferocious bear and 
told Jenkins so, advising him to try

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STOCK RECORDS BROKEN 
IN EXCHANGES B16 DAT 


Average Prices of Industrial 
Shares Reach Unprece- 
dented Level. 


$300,000 PAID FOR SEAT 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Import- 
ant high records for all time were 
mowed down on New York’s stock ex- 
changes today, The average price of 
industrial shares reached an unprece- 
dented level, and the number of indi- 
vidual issues traded in was 690, the 
highest total ever reached. Sale of a 
membership on the stock exchange was 
arranged at $300,000, and a seat on the 
curb market was sold for $40,000, both 
high record figures. 

For the second time this year and 
the fifth time in history, the total 
sales on the stock exchange exceeded 
3,000.000 shares. This was brough' 
about by unusually energetic bidding 
for about a score of specialties, which 
registered gains of $3 to $12 a share 
Although part of these gains were lost 
when profit-taking developed, net ad- 
vances of $4 to $6 a share or more were 
numerous among such stocks as Brook- 
lyn Edison, Otis Steel, National Lead 
American Republics, Lehigh Valley, Soo 
Lines, and Stromburg Carburetor. Co- 
incident with the establishment of a 
new record for a stock exchange seat 
arrangement for the sale of another 
was made at the previous peak price 
of $295,000. Announcement of the 
purchasers’ names will be made next 
Thursday. 

At the new high evaluation, the 
1,100 memberships in the stock ex- 
change are given an aggregate value 
of $330,000,000, an increase of $143,000.- 
000 since the first of the year, when 
seats were quoted around $170,000 each 
As late as 1924, seats sold as low as 
$76,000. 

The sharp appreciation in the value 
of stock exchange memberships has 
been attributed to the enormous in- 
crease in the value of stocks listed, as 
well as in the volume of trading. The 
recent promulgation of new rules for 
the listing of certificates of deposit for 
stocks for foreign corporations has 
given the value of seats added impetus 
in the past month or so. 


Audience Is Refused 
Miners by Baldwin 


London, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The hopes 
of 250 unemployed miners, who march- 
ed from Wales to lay their troubles be- 
fore Premier Stanley Baldwin, were 
shattered today by an announcemen’ 
that the prime minister would refuse 
to see a deputation representing the 
men. 

Mr. Baidwin referred the request of 
the miners for an audience to the min- 
isters of health, labor, pensions and 
miners. Although disappointed, lead- 
ers of the miners contend that the ob- 
ject of the marchers was achieved, as 
the march focussed public attention 
on the mining situation.

Chino, Calif., Nov, 23 (A.P.).—Rich- 
ard Haver, 16, was arrested here today 
charged with eight burglaries and the 
murder of two elderly men in Long 
Beach, Calif. Police said the boy had 
confessed. 

Haver, placed in a Juvenile institution 
two weeks ago at the request of his 
father, is charged with fatally injuring 
Frank Foster, 85, by pushing him down- 
stairs when he tried to prevent the rob- 
bery of his home. Three weeks later, it 
is alleged, the boy struck C. P. Hart-

4 LABORITES SUSPENDED

The prime minister moved 
his suspension, and Maxton quit the 
House. 

The members were gréatly excited, 
and after Maxton had gone, the labor- 
ite, George Buchanan, also from Glas- 
gow, told the chairman that his ruling 
was “contemptible and unmanly.”

{FIRING SQUAD KILLS 


PRIEST AMONG FOUR 
IN MEXICAN PRISON 


Cleric, Accused of Plot 
on Obregon’s Life, 
Blesses Slayer. 


MEN KNOW OF DOOM 
JUST BEFORE DEATHS 


Led Out of Dungeon, One by 
One, to Face Grim Rifles 
With Stolid Courage. 


Mexico City, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Four 
men were marched out to their death 
today within the walls of the Mexico 
City prison. They were executed for the 
recent attempt against the life of Gen. 
Alvaro Obregon, former president of the 
republic and now sole remaining presi- 
dential candidate. 

The first to face the firing squad was 
Miguel Agustin Projuarez, described as 
a Catholic priest. He met his fate calm- 
ly, kneeling with clasped hands for a 
brief prayer, then standing and extend- 
ing his arms in blessing. He crumped 
over as the bullets passed through his 
body. 

A moment later, the second maa, 
Luis Segura Vilchis, an electrical en- 
gineer, was led from his cell. He walked 
across the courtyard with steady step 
glanced with firm, set face at the dead 
body of the priest, but said no word. 
When he reached the wall he turned 
and faced the squad, gazing straight at 
his executioners, and fell before their 
bullets without a sound. 


Two Others Hear Volleys. 


In their cells the two others could 
hear the volley of rifle fire and the 
shot of the sergeant’s pistol, which told 
of the fate they were to meet within a 
few minutes. 

Outside, a crowd of several thousand 
had gathered. They peered through the 
iron grating of the great gates, some 
even attempting to scale the wall, but 
unsuccessfully. The people could not 
see the execution, but they massed 
around the entrances silently listening 
for the shots that told them of the 
grim happenings hidden from their 
vision. 

Humberto Projuarez, brother of the 
priest, was third. Also with unfalter- 
ing step, he crossed the courtyard, walk- 
ing past the two dead bodies. He re- 
strained what must have been extreme 
emotion; his face was pale but com- 
posed. Without uttering a word he 
looked into the rifles and fell, bullet- 
riddled, beside the others, and received 
the coup de grace. 


Fourth Man Enters. 


Last came Juan Tirado. For ten or 
fifteen minutes he had been in his cell 
hearing the shots that ended his com- 
panions’ lives; then he was led to the 
wall. Tirado seemed weak from wounds 
which he had received at the time of 
the attempt against Obregon. He was 
very pale, but his face was resolute. 
He crossed the fatal courtyard with 
stride less firm than his predecessors. 
He wore a blood-stained cloak, once

WEATHER MAN DOUBTS 
GILES STORY OF STORM 


Pacific Flier’s Backer Sends 
Him Sharp Telegram 
of Censure. 


NEW ATTEMPT ORDERED 


San Francisco, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Offi- 
Clals of the San Francisco Weather Bu- 
reau today cast doubt on the story of 
Capt. Frederick A. Giles, British aviator. 
that a violent storm forced him to turn 
back at sea yesterday on his attempted 
flight to Hawaii. 

Maj. E. H. Bowie, forecaster, asserted 
that the atmospheric conditions which 
Capt. Giles reported encountering about 
500 miles out from the Golden Gate 
were “simply impossible,” and added 
“it is not reasonable to think that they 
could have existed.” 

Capt. Giles landed yesterday after- 
noon near San Simeon, Calif., after 
taking off here at 7:24 a. m. and head- 
ing westward over the Pacific. He re- 
ported that he ran into a severe storm 
that sent his biplane into a tail spin. 
spilled his instruments, charts, food and 
signal flares into the water, damaged 
the heavily-loaded plane and almost 
cost him his life. 

“There was no winds such ag could 
have wrecked Capt. Giles’ plane,” de- 
clared Maj. Bowie. “Our ships reported 
clouds in some spots, but these were as 
high as 2,500 or 3,000 feet. 

“There were no indications of ab- 
normal weather conditions along the 
course Capt. Giles was to cover in re- 
ports received from the ships. The 
violent weather conditions reported by 
Capt. Giles were simply impossible and 
it is not reasonable to think that they 
could have existed.” 

Maj. Bowie asserted the Weather Bu- 
reau would not jeopardize its reputa- 
tion on an expedition that acted con- 
trary to forecasts. 

Forecaster Reed said that “if Capt. 
Giles had waited 20 years he couldn't 
have had better weather between San 
Francisco and Hawaii than he did Tues- 
day.” 

Capt. Giles arrived in Sag Francisco 
tonight and, despite the assertion of 


weather officials that his story was “im- 
possible,” he reiterated his claim that

FISTS USED FREELY 
UPON MARCHING MEN 


Police Disperse the Paraders 
Twice; Arrest 4, Among 
Them 2 Women. 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Several 


= thousand New Yorkers today routed a 


small band of avowed communist (Work-e 
ers’ party) pickets parading on lower 
Broadway with banners denouncing 
treatment siven Colorado coal mine 
strikers. The paraders were scattered, 
some of them Leing beaten with fists, 
and the banners were torn from their 
hands. Four of the pickets, two women 
included, were arrested charged with 
disorderly conduct. 

The band, composed of about twenty 
men and women, had gathered in front 
of the Standard Oll Building and were 
immediately greeted with jeers and 
boos by the thousands of persons who 
were promenading after lunch. Labor- 
ers on nearby construction jobs joined 
in the fracas. 


Rockefeller Denies Ownership. 


About the time the disturbance was 
under way, a statement was being 
issued from the offices of John D. 
Rockefeller, jr.. in which he declared 
he neither directly nor indirectly had 
any connection with the Columbine 
mine in northern Colorado, scene of 
disorders. The statement was occa- 
sioned by a charge by David Sheehan, 
of the miners’ committee, that State 
police who fired on the striking miners 
were “hired assassins” of Mr. Rocke- 
feller. 

The band of paraders appeared sud- 
denly in front of the oil company’s 
building shortly after noon and soon 
attracted a crowd by their banners. 
Some of these read: “We protest 
against the murder of Colorado strik- 
ers;”" “Down with Colorado Cossacks;” 
“Rockefeller, you are guilty—the Lud- 
low massacre and the Denver massacre;” 
“John D. Rockefeller, your gunmen will 
not break the solidarity of labor.” 

Men and women office workers and 
others started jeering and booing them, 
and finally the police ordered that the 
pickets disperse. They did so, but re- 
formed their ranks a short distance 
down the street and again started their 
march toward the Standard Oil Builde- 
ing. The crowd following them steadily 
grew larger until traffic for two blocks 
was brought to a standstill. 


Banner Is Ripped. 


Finally one man grabbed a banner 
from the paraders and ripped it with 
his hands to the cheers of thousands. 
This inspired the others to action, and 
the crowd descended on the pickets, 
beating many of them with their fists. 

Meanwhile, reserves had been called, 
and after the pickets and the crowds 
were dispersed bluecoats remained in 
front of the building for more than 
half an hour, keeping the crowds 
moving. 


The four pickets arrested described 
themselves as Sophie Margolis, 25, @ 
dressmaker; May Kaplan, 19, a mil- 
linery worker; Milton Wich, 23, uneme- 
ployed, and Julius Fleiss, 25, a furrier.

Use of Money and Marked 
Ballots Alleged in Arling- 
ton Contest. 


FALSE, FIELDS ASSERTS 


Z. O. Kines yesterday filed a petition 
in Arlington Circuit Court contesting 
the election of Sheriff Howard B. Fields 
The petition is signed by Patrick R. 
Burke and others, sworn to before 
George D. Ricker, notary public. At- 
torneys Bernard Miller of Culpeper, 
and Thomas F. Dolan, jr., of Arlington 
County, appeared as counsel for the pe- 
titioners. 

The petition, which is addressed to 
Judge Samuel G. Brent, cites that A. 
C. Clements was a candidate for sheriff 
at the election held November 8; the 
canvass of the election held on Novem- 


ber 10 showed that Howard B. Fields 
received 2,595 and that Clements re- 
ceived 2,402 votes. 

The petition alleges 
and false returns. 

It further cites that at Virginia 
Highlands precinct & J. Skidmore, a 
Federal employe; at Carne precinct 
E. W. Cushing, a Federal employe, and 
at Arlington precinct, J. W. Head, a 
Federal employe, acted as judges of 
election, contrary to law. 

The petition further alleges that in 
the Carne precinct, ballots marked for 
Fields were handed to the voters be- 
fore they entered the polling place, 
and that these were used instead of 
the official ballots distributed by the 
poll clerks. It also is alleged money 
was used by Fields workers to influence 
voters and that Fields workers were 
permitted to enter the voting place 
and solicit votes for their candidate. 
At Virginia Highlands, it is alleged, 
persons not entitled to vote, were per- 
‘mitted to vote for Fields. 

It is further alleged that, with the 
consent of Fields, money was used in 
Carne, Virginia Highlands and Jeffer- 
son district to influence voters for 
him 

It is alleged also that Fields paid 
bills of persons owing to the county 
treasurer that they might vote. 

The petition further alleges that at 
every voting precinct large crowds were 
allowed to gather less than 100 feet 
from the polls contrary to law. 

The petition was delivered at the 
home of Sheriff Fields by Dr. B. H.

“choose” statement that it 
would not alter his determination to 
press his resolution which would give 
it as the sense of the Senate that no 
man should hold the Presidency for 
more than eight years, and word pre- 
cedes him that he is still of this mind 

Inasmuch as today is a holiday. he is 
not expected to confer with his fellow 
progressives until tomorrow or Satur- 
day, but when he does there is a pro- 
posed amendment to his resolution 
awaiting his consideration. It would 
extend the thanks of the Senate to 
President Coolidge for adhering to the 
two-term tradition. 

Those who are a party to this plan 
publicly explain that the President 
acted most generously when he re- 
nounced any desire to run again, at a 
time when there was no doubt that he 
could have the nomination, and they 
think that the Senate when it goes on 
record in favor of maintaining the two- 
term tradition should show some public 
appreciation to a man who refused to 
break it. There is no getting around 
this argument, it ts pointed out. 


Check to Draft Movement, 


Secretly, however, the sponsors of 
the plan see in it an effective means 
of checking the draft movement, or 
at least making it more embarrassing 
for the President to accept it. 

All who now form the _ so-called 
“Western wing” were willing to vote 
for th> La Follette resolution at the 
last session. But now they make no 
secret of the fact that they expect 
additional support. Conditions have 
changed as they see it and any num- 
ber of senators who were reluctant to 
indorse the resolution at the last 
session because of the fear that they 
might be considered as hitting at Mr 
Coolidge, will not have such qualms 
now.

Democrats to Step Aside.

party welcomes Coolidge as next year’s 
opponent. 

It is not to be assumed that the La 
Follette resolution will have easy sail- 
ing through the Senate. That party 
is not devoid of drafters, Senator Fess, 
of Ohio, would undoubtedly contest it, 
as would other members of the Old 
Guard, 


Norris and Willis Embarrassed. 


The fact that he is the progressives’ 
candidate for President will make Sena- 
tor Norris, of Nebraska, timid about 
supporting it. His candidacy is predi- 
cated upon the admission that he has 
no chance, so he would see nothing 
selfish in his support of the measure 
It is problematical as to just what 
Senator Willis, of Ohio, would do. He 
is looked upon as a candidate, but 
then he is not likely to do anything 
displeasing to the President. 

He might let himself be sold on the 
argument that the resolution has for 
one of its purposes a commendation of 
the President, Senator Borah is ex- 
pected to stick with his progressive 
colleagues in the matter. It would not 
be human nature for Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, the party leader, to oppose the 
measure, it is pointed out. He an- 
nounced his presidential candidacy in 
the belief that Coolidge was out. 

At any rate, the resolution will be 
the means of injecting next year’s cam- 
paign into the Senate’s deliberations at 
an early period.

Dissatisfaction Is Rumored. 


Rumors gained currency, yesterday 
that there is more or less wide 
dissatisfaction with some features of 
the merger situation in the ranks of 
the citizens’ associations. This centers 
in part around the Hansel investiga- 
tion and in part around the merger 
plan recently submitted privately to 
the Public Utilities Commission, then 
withdrawn and rewritten and submit- 
ted publicly by Harley P. Wilson, a 
member of the board of directors of 
the North American Co. of New York, 
which controls the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co. 

Clayton, chairman of the federation’s 
committeé, was a candidate, with fed- 
eration support, for r mnbership on 
the Public Utilities Commission or for 
people’s counsel. He was not appointe 
ed. Thereafter he surrendered active 
direction of his committee’s work for 
fear that committee action in criticism 
of the new Public Utilities Commission 
might be deemed due to pique at fail- 
ing of appointment. Maj. Emig has 
been the acting chairman of the com- 
mittee since that time.., 

Some months ago Maj. Emig went 
before the federation and said the 
committee had an offer from a source 
he resolutely refused to name to 
finance a traction survey by Charles 
Hansel. The federation voted him 
authority to have the work done. It 
was not generally understood at the 
time that a merger plan was to be 
drafted to be sponsored by the fed- 
eration. 


Disquiet Over Suter. 


It is said that some of the members 
of the committee, incl wy David 
Bapb, secretary of the federation, have 
been skeptical about some features of 
the inquiry. Based on this feeling it 
has been predicted that the committee 
may have several sessions of debate be- 
fore it finds itself able to report the 
Hansel merger plan to the federation. 

The other source of federation dis- 
quiet has to do with the employment 
of Jesse C. Suter, former president of 
the federation, by the law firm of Mc- 
Adoo, Neblett, O’Connor & Claggett, 
counsel for Harley P. Wilson. Suiter’s 
employment is for promotion of the 
Wilson plan. Several luncheons were 
given by Wilson, which were attended 
by delegates to the federation. Some 
of these delegates have expressed ap- 
proval of the Wilson plan. 

Clayton has been an outspoken critic 
of the Wilson plan. At the November 
meeting of the federation he introduced 
a written list of six merger principles 
heretofore adhered to by the federation, 
all in conflict with details of the Wil- 
son plan. 

It was rumored yesterday that Clay- 
ton and Bapb, and perhaps other mem- 
bers of the federation committee on 
public utilities, were slated to -be 
dropped from the committee roll when 
President James G. Yaden announces 
his committee appointments for the 
year.

New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The plan 
to draft President Coolidge into candi- 
dacy for reelection by means of a 
series of chain letters was abandoned 
today by its originator, Philip M 


Tucker, Boston banker. He issued a 
statement requesting that all work on 
the plan cease .immediately. 

The idea was entirely his own, he 
said. He denied publishing stories that 
Frank W. Stearns and Former Senator 
William M. Butler, close friends of the 
president, had anything to do with it 
Tucker said his purpose was “to make 
it possible for the great mass of Amer- 
ican citizens to speak for Mr. Coolidge 
as with one voice.” 

Abandonment of the project was in 
response to the expressed wish of the 
President that any petitions favoring 
his candidacy be discontinued, “in view 
of the President’s wishes,” Tucker 
said; “it seems best to desist from try- 
ing to bring further pressure upon him 
to run. 1 trust that all work on my 
plan will cease immediately.” 

“I want to state emphatically,” 
Tucker's statement read, “that the idea 
of this series of letters was entirely my 
own. My sole purpose was to make it 
possible for the large number of citi- 
zens to speak as with one voice Il! 
first thought of getting others to be- 
gin the movement, but finally decided 
to go it alone. 


“The method chosen was necessary 
for the reason that I have no organi- 
zation to carry on other methods prop- 
erly. I therefore chose the only means 
that 1 could think of to make possible 
an expression from the people them- 
selves. 

“] made inquiries as to Mr. Cool- 
idge’s health before beginning, and ‘re- 
ceived ample assurance of his physical 
fitness. 

“Mr, Coolidge has expressed his wish 
that any petitions favoring his candi- 
dacy for President in 1928 should be 
discontinued. In accordance therewith, 
it seems best to desist from trying to 
bring further pressure upon him to 
consent to run. Therefore, I sincerely 
trust that all work on my plan cease 
immediately.” 

The “spontaneous response” to letter 
forms sent from his office, Tucker 
said, dissipated all’ doubt in his mind 
that there i8 an overwhelming ma- 
jority for Coolidge for another four 
years.

Prosecutor’s Plea That He 
Has Shown Conspiracy 
| Is Overruled. 


KLUG AGAIN PROVES 
RELUCTANT WITNESS 


Time Between Killing and 
Surrender to Police Is 
Unaccounted For. 


Cincinnati, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The 
State today virtually completed its case 
against George Remus excepting for 
accounting for the 45 minutes which 
intervened between the time he shot 
his wife to death in Eden Park 
here last October 6, and the minute he 
surrendered himself to the police. 

Remus’ whereabouts and associa- 
tions of that period was a missing link 
in the State’s expected determination 
to prove that when he fired the fatal 
shot Remus was an actor in a four- 
cornered conspiracy. 

George Klug admitted he drove Re- 
mus to the scene of the shooting, that 
he later went past the home of George 
Conners and to the home of Blanche 
Watson. 

Conners was named by a witness as 
the man he thought he recognized: as 
the driver of the automobile, different 
from the death car, in which Remus 
rode to the Pennsylvania Railroad 
depot, whence he took a taxicab to 
the police station after the shooting. 

Klug, Conners and Miss Watson were 
named in the State’s opening state- 
ment as conspirators with Remus. Con- 
ners and the woman formerly were 
secretaries to Remus. 


Prosecution Gets Setback. 


The prosecution today lost «a heated 
and lengthy argument that it had 
proven Remus was a conspirator and 
not an insane man. Judge Chester R. 
Shook ruled that the record did not 
record a conspiracy and that further 
reference to one could not be made 
until the State had proven it existed, 
either by direct or circumstantial evi- 
dence and that the persons involved 
acted in furtherance of it. 

Through Klug, who early was termed 
a hostile witness, the prosecution to- 
day completed its ‘tory of the automo- 
bile chase preceding the slaying and 
Remus’ actions at that time. 

Klug, steamfitter, who became a 
chauffeur for Remus and Connors a 
year ago, testiled he picked up the de- 
fendant at the Remus home, drove him 
to the Alms Hotel, where Mrs. Remus 
was staying, and then followed the taxi- 
cab in which she left.

Denies Seeing Killing. 


Once the pursuit was under way, 
Remus was said to have told Klug to 
“pass that car and cut it off. I want 
to talk to my wife.” 

Klug admitted he made two efforts 


to halt the taxicab. He denied he wit- 
nessed the killing. He said Remus got 
out and walked back and he lost sight 
of him. His grand jury testimony in- 
troduced as evidence was to the cen- 
trary. : 

“About a second,” was the time he 
said intervened between Remus leav- 
ing the automobile and firing the fatal 
shot. 

“Everything happened so quick I got 
excited and drove away,” testified Klug. 
On the other hand, Walter K. Sib- 
bald; assistant prosecutor, asserted that 
the State will prove that the car which 
took Remus into the park also took 
Remus out of the park. 

Klug, as on yesterday, was a re- 
luctant witness. He took refuge many 
times in “I don’t remember that.” 


Remus Causes Stir. 


Once Remus, who is his own chief of 
counsel, created a mild sensation by as- 
serting that the reason that Klug an- 
swered questions in that manner was 
because he had been the victim of in- 
timidation in the prosecutor’s office. 
Judge Shook glanced up quickly, 
halted Remus and sent the jury ‘out. 

In a long argument the defense con- 
tended that Klug had been taken to 
the prosecutor’s, a watch was had on 
him for five minutes when he refused 
to confess he drove Remus to the Penn- 
sylvania depot and then he had been 
locked up. 

Klug at that time was held as a ma- 
terial witness under $10,000 bond. 
Release from the bond was requested by 
the defense after adjournment of court 
today, but Judge Shook refused the re- 
quest.

Medical Association Asked to 


Act for the Protection of 
Farmers’ Health. 


WASHINGTON SELECTED 
FOR NEXT CONVENTION 


Farm Bureau Federation 
Makes Its Annual Report 
by Means of Movies. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—De- 
crying the dwindling supply of country 
doctors who care for the health of 
30,000,000 people in rural communities, 
Harry A. C*ton, master of the Ohio 
State Grange, today placed a resolution 
before the National Grange asking the 
American Medical Association to aid 
in reforming the present system of 
medical education. 

By a close vote the grange decided 
to hold its 1928 convention in Wash- 
ington, after Denver had made a strong 
bid for the meeting. 

“There are increasing hosts in rural 
sections who are medically helpless, 
while the cost of medteal service, 
where it is to be had, mounts higher 
and higher,” the Ohio master declared 
in introducing his resolution asking 
that the medical profession take some 
steps to encourage young men to be- 
come general practitioners. The spe- 
cialist, who takes care of about 10 per 
cent of all medical cases, has sounded 
the knell for the country doctor and 
general practitioner, Caton said. 
“Young men who are required to 
spend seven years in college medical 
work at an expense of from $38,000 to 
$10,000 are not looking for an ordi- 
nary practice among ordinary people, 
or for any practice in the country. 
There is a demand for a practical med- 
ical course to fit the general practi- 
tioner for worthy service in his com- 
munity,’ Caton said. 


Other Resolutions Introduced. 


James T. Mason, State master of 
Missouri, attacked “undue domination 
of the Federa] Farm Loan Board by the 
Treasury Department.” in a resolution 
asking that the cooperative features of 
the present farm loan system be prop- 
erly developed. 

George R. Harrison, State master of 
California, asked the grage to renew 
its pledge to aid in all law enforce- 
ment, especially the eighteenth amend- 
ment. The National Grange has had a 
prohibition plank in its platform for 
60 years. 


Annual Keport Filmed. 


Chicago, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The annual 
report of the American Farm Bureau 
Federation will be delivered this year 
in the form of motion n»hictures, a 
method believed to be new to conven- 
tions. 

Delegates of the past have carried 

home voluminous reports which have 
not always been read, H. R. Kibler, 
head of the educational department of 
the Federation, explained. A few 
figures in the delegates’ heads, he be- 
lieves, are worth more than endless 
columns in their pockets. 
The McNary-Haugen bill said Mr. 
Kibler will be likened to a farmer’s 
child, of whom great things can be 
expected “until he is taken to the 
White House and President Coolidge 
bids him never again to cross the 
threshold.” 


TOKYO-TO-SEATTLE 
FLIGHT IN PROSPECT 


Assistant Attache Here 
Making Survey; Effort 


Purely Civilian. 

Seattle, Wash., Nov. 23 (A.P.).— 
Flight Lieut. Yoskitake Miwa, Assistant 
Japanese Naval Attache at Washington, 
D. C., was here today to make a pre- 
liminary survey of airplane landing fa- 
cilities in connection with a proposed 
Tokyo-to-Seattle flight next summer 
for the $25,000 purse offered by this 
city. 

The county commissioners here, Lieut. 
Miwa was told, have appropriated $500,- 
000 for the purchase of a municipal 
airport. which will be the eastern ter- 
minus of the projected air journey. 

In Japan, Lieut. Miwa said, the Na- 
tional Aeronautical Association is rais- 
ing $350,000 to finance the flight. 

“A single-motor monoplane, simi- 
lar to the one used by Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh on his Atlantic flight, will 
be employed,” he said. 

“The plane will be manned by two 
or three civilian fliers. The flight is 
entirely a civilian enterprise, although 
the Japanese government is giving all 
the technical advice and help it can.”

No sooner had Buchanan disappeared 
than a third laborite, Richard Colling- 
ham Wallhead, declared that the chair- 
man’s conduct was *a “damned out- 
rage.” The uproar was renewed, and 
Wallhead was suspended and left the 
chamber. 

Then up spoke Neil Maclean in de- 
fense of his colleagues. He charged 
Chairman Hope with unfair partisan- 
ship to the government and, afer 
further shouting, he followed in the 
footsteps of the other suspended men. 

All the time these incidents were 
happening tempers were at fever point, 
there were angry shouts, swinging arms 
and writhing bodies, and, above all the 
row, the high-pitched voice of the la- 
borite, Miss Wilkinson, was heard— 
“You're a coward, Mr. Hope.” 

The chairman ignored this, and a 
little later relinquished the chair to 
Deputy Chairman Capt. Fitzroy, and 
calm was restored.

“Potentate” Who Victim- 
ized 30,000. 


“BACK TO AFRICA” PLAN 
WAS BASIS OF SWINDLE 


His Conviction Cut Short Vivid 
and Meteoric Career of 
Self-Made Leader. 


Atlanta, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—The five- 
year sentence of Marcus Garvey for 
using the mails to defraud in connec- 
tion with his “back to Africa” negro 
colonization project, has been com- 
muted so that he may be deported, it 
was announced at the Federal peni- 


tentiary here today. 

Local United States immigration offi- 
clals, who hold a warrant for his de- 
portation as an undesirable alien, said 
Garvey would be sent to Jamaica “in 
the near future.” 

Garvey, who was president of the 
Black Star Line, a negro steamship 
company formed in connection with 
his “Back to Africa” movement, was 
convicted in New York in June, 1923, 
and began serving his sentence on 
February 8, 1925, after his appeal from 
the verdict had been denied. His term 
normally would have expired on 
October 15, 1928. 


Called Self Potentate..: 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Marcus 
Garvey, whose five-year sentence in 
Atlanta penitentiary has been com- 
muted so that he may be deported, as 
the leader of a “Back to Africa” project 
that has caused strife in negro circles 
for years. 

Garvey styled himself “His Highness, 
the Potentate of the Universal Negro 
Improvement Association and  Pro- 
visional President General of Africa.” 
Wearing elaborate uniforms, he presid- 
ed at conventions of the association in 
grand style and reviewed parades with 
regal dignity. 

His activities as president of the 
Black Star Line, a steamship company 
formed ostensibly to transport Ameri- 
can negroes back to Africa, cut short 
his ambitious career. When he was 
taken to the penitentiary in February, 
1925, Federal authorities announced he 
would be deported to his native Jamica 
on completion of his sentence. 


30,000 Held Defrauded. 


Garvey was convicted of using the 
mails to defraud in getting investments 
in the Black Star Line. He stoutly 
maintained that he received nothing 
but his annual salary of $5,000 a year 
and was interested only in the uplift 
of the negro race. The steamship line 
was capitalized at $10,000,000. The gov- 
ernment charged he defrauded between 
30,000 and 40,000 negroes. 

Police were on various occasions call- 
ed to maintain order when colored 
friends and enemies of Garvey clashed 
during heated arguments at mass meet- 
ings in Harlem, and feeling ran high in 
various sections of the South. In New 
Orleans the Rev. J. W. H. Easton, pas- 
tor of a negro church, was slain on the 
eve of his departure for New York to 
testify against Garvey. 

Garvey’s activities touched even the 
Ku Klux Klan. Edward Young Clarke, 
imperial glaliff of the klan, came from 
Atlanta to testify before the grand jury 
concerning a secret visit he said Gar- 
vey paid him. 


Witnesses Were Threatened. 


His trial was as colorful as his pre- 
vious career. Witnesses for the. prose- 
cution were threatened with violence 
and vigilant guard was maintained over 
the courtroom. During the proceedings 
Garvey discharged his counsel and took 
charge of his own defense. He charged 
that he was being persecuted by the 
Government and that an assistant dis- 
trict attorney had sent a man to kill 
him. P 

Among the witnesses for the Govern- 
ment was a former partner named as 
“Sir Sidney de Bourg of Trinidad, 
Knight Comander of the Nile, Duke of 
Nigeria and Ugandi.” He testified that 
Garvey used the funds of the steamship 
line to bet on horse races. A negro 
skipper of the Yarmouth, only ship 
owned by the line, testified that Garvey 
used it mainly to sell stock to negroes. 

Garvey still has hanging over him an 
indictment charging perjury, and a di- 
vorce suit. The indictment charges 
that he made a fraudulent income tax 
return.

ILL HEALTH REASON GIVEN 


Paris,. Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Bennett J. 
Doty, of Biloxi, Miss., who risked a 
death sentence for desertion from the 
Foreign Legion, was free tonight to go 
to his home in the United States. 

Instructions for the release of Doty 
from the rest of his five-year enlist- 
ment were forwarded to the command- 
ant of the Foreign Legion at Sidi Bel 


Abbes today. Doty, who enlisted un- 
der the name of Gilbert Clare, Memphis, 
Tenn., was sent back to the legion to 
complete his enlistment when he was 
pardoned recently after serving part of 
an eight-year sentence for desertion. 

The official reason given for the de- 
parture from military regulations in 
releasing a legionnaire before his term 
of enlistment has expired was ill health, 
but a French ministry of war official 
privately told the Associated Press the 
department did not desire to have 
publicity given the case in the French 
press, “as it was favoritism shown to 
an American citizen.” 

Doty formerly was a student at the 
University of Virginia. which was also 
attended by Paul Rockwell, whose 
brother, Kiffin, was killed in the Vosges 
region while serving in the Lafayette 
Escadrille. It is understood that Rock- 
well was instrumental in securing Do- 
ty’s release. 

Doty’s mother has been ill for severai 
months. The shock of reports over a 
year ago that he had been sentenced to 
death and executed at Damascus in- 
jured her health. 

Doty himself apparently made no re- 
quest for nis discharge. He was com- 
pletely reconciled to completing his en- 
listment and had expressed himself as 
desirous of proceeding to Morocco to 
see some fighting in the middle Atlas 
region. He wrote to a friend in Paris 
from Sidi Bel Abbes recently expressing 
satisfaction at his release from prison

“foul weather” upset and damaged his 
biplane 480 miles west of San Francisco 
Tuesday, forcing him to speed back to 
a safe landing in -San Luis, Obispo 
County.

back were ‘simply impossible.’”

Shanghai Meeting Brands 
Southern Manchuria as 
‘apanese Aggression. 


RESOLUTION SENT HERE 


Shanghai, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Opposi- 
tion to possible American loans to the 
South Manchurian Railway was ex- 
pressed today at a mass meeting by 
Chinese and commercial and financial 
organizations, including the leaders of 


Chinese business circles here. A reso- 
lution adopted at the meeting de- 
clared hat the South Manchurian 
Railway, “which is owned by Japan, 
is not a commercial enterprise, but is 
an imperialistic Japanese political and 
economic instrument~of aggression to- 
ward China.” 

The group has cabled a copy of the 
resolution to Alfred Sze, the Chinese 
Minister at Washington, asking him to 
bring it to the attention of Secretary 
of State Kellogg and “the American 
people.” 

The Chinese people have heard that 
American loans to the South Man- 
churian Railway are proposed, the 
resolution stated, “which has caused 
alarm in China. America has always 
been friendly to China and opposed 
to foreign aggression and dismember- 
ment and, therefore, the Chinese hope 
that America will maintain its tradi- 
tional policy of friendship and will 
not help Japanese encroachments upon 
China.” 

The meeting also decided to bring 
pressure on the Nanking Nationalist 
government to file an official protest 
in the event such loans are made.

Japanese proposals for a loan by 
American bankers for the South Man- 
churian Railway are understood to 
have been the subject of conversations 
here last week between Secretary Kel- 
logg and Thomas W. Lamont, of J. P.

Minority Shareholder Seeks —

Five-Year Period. 


‘WOULD CURB DIRECTORS 


Cleveland, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Kent P. 
_Johnson, minority stockholder, today 
filed suit in common pleas court nere 
seeking to compel the Goodyear Tire 
& Rubber Co. to pay 5,000 stockholders ~ 
$16,000,000 in dividends on preferred 
stock accrued in the last five years. 


Nineteen directors of the company 
were named defendants and the court 
was asked to restrain them from mak- 
ing any issues of capital stock which 
might have prior dividend rights over 
the original stock and from using 
$60,000,000 in 5 per cent gold mort- 
gage bonds and $100,000,000 worth of 
preferred stock for the payment of 
dividends declared on the original issue: 

The petition asserted the directors 
sought illegally to invalidate the orig- 
inal stock last August 5 when they 
authorized issuance of the bonds and 
preferred stock. 


The court also was asked to compel 
the directors to pay back all moneys 
so far paid out from funds derived 
from the new issue of preferred stock 
and to set aside action of the board of 
directors in creating the new issue 

Directors of the company were ale 
leged to have mailed out a false cir- 
cular to stocknolders setting forth pur- 
poses of the new issue and threatening 
stockholders with curtailment of their 
future rights, unless they approved the 
new issues of $160,000,000. 

It was alleged that directors violated 
the law when they made the new issue 
in that they did not have assets over 
and above liabilities sufficient to cover 
it. It also was charged it was illegal 
for the directors to issue new stock with 
priority rights over the old. 

The. petition further asserted that 
stockholders were deceived as to the real 
purpose of the issue and were not aware 
that the new issue would require stock- 
holders to surrender their original 
stock certificates and to forfeit $16,- 
000,000 in back dividends due them 

It also was alleged that common stock 
of the company is prejudiced by the 
new issue which was unnecessary since 
the company has $35,000,000 in its 
treasury at the present time.

Photostat Copy of Document 
“Obviously Forgery,” De- 
clares Author. 


New York, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—-Dr. Ernest 
G. Gruening, an American writer of 
social subjects, in a telegram to the 
Associated Press from Portlend, Me., 


cenied statements published iu Hearst 
newspapers today that he was author- 
ized last year by President Calles, of 
Mexico, to study the situation in Eng- 
land in regard to the coal strike of 
1926 and that Calles ordered a pay 
warrant for $10,000 drawn in Gruen- 
ing’s favor. Dr. Gruening’s telegram 
said: 

“Bo-called exposc relating to Mexico 
which has been appearing in the Hearst 
newspapers, in the course of which, in 
the issue of November 23, 1 am por- 
trayed as being authorized by Presi- 
dent Calles to study the situation in 
regard to the British miners’ coal strike 
in 1926, preliminary to President 
Callies sending, as the Hearst papers 
allege, $100,000 to the striking coal) 
miners, for which mission the Hearst 
expose further alleges I received $10.- 
00° from President Calles, is an abso- 
lute and outrageous lie.” 


Photostat Called Forgery. 


Terming the photostat of the docu- 
ment which purported t> be a warrant 
ordering the Mexican treasurer general 
to pay him $610,000 “obviously a for- 
gery.” Dr. Gruening said he never dis- 
cussed the British coal strike with 
President Calles, that he never was 
authorized by Calles to go on “this or 
any other mission,” that he never : - 
ceived a cent of money “directly or in- 
directly” from Calles, t= he was not 
in England in 1926 and that he was 
not in Mexico on the date ihat the 
alleged order was issued. 

Dr. Gruening’s message said that he 
was “taking the necessary legal steps 
to secure redress.” 

When Dr. Gruening’s message was 
called to the attention of officials of 
the New York American they said that 
at no point in the article was it stated 
that Dr. Gruening had received the 
money or had been in England. 


Confirmation Not Sought. 


“How unlikely it is that if President 
Calles were sending any one on a mis- 
sion so secret that it was to be charged 
‘to secret expenditures,” Dr. Gruen- 
ing’s telegram continued. “His letter 
calling for this payment would likewise 
give in full detail the purpose of the 
expenditure. Such a letter could have 
been conceived only in the imagination 
of the forger and the yellow journalist 
working in unison. 

“It would have been a simple matter 
for the Hearst papers to have checked 
up on the facts. The most elementary 
regard for the first principles of jour- 
nalism or any real desire to serve the 
truth rather than to serve up a sensa- 
tion, required such checking up. But 
I hayes not even been approached by any 
Hearst representative. 

“So, while repeating that the material 
published is utterly and maliciously 
false, I am taking the necessary legal 
steps to secure redress,”

GOVERNOR DENIES RIGHT 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Nov. 23 (A.P.). 
Exchange of verbal salvos was the only 
activity today between the two Okla- 
homa political factions at odds over 
the question of convening a special ses- 
Sion of the legislature December 6 to 


investigate the executive department 
and other State officers. 

The assertion of Representative 
Thomas Johnson, one of a committee 
of four legislators who have called the 
session, that he has “concrete proof of 
more than a dozen irregularities,” was 
the most recent in the interchange of 
retorts courteous and otherwise that 
has been in progress for three days. 

The committe in calling the session, 
it claimed, acted on inherent rights, 
but Gov. Henry S. Johnston, in refus- 
ing to issue an executive call for the 
session, declared their legislative rights 
were conferred and not inherent. 

The Oklahoma City Times printed an 
article intimating the presidential cam- 
paign of Gov. Al Smith, of New York, 
might be connected with the movement 
for the special session. The story point- 
ed out that Gov. Johnston, a militant 
“dry” Democrat, was opposed to Gov. 
Smith’s candidacy and quoted “ob- 
servers’ as declaring the special ses- 
sion “is only part of a plan to swing 
Oklahoma in line to support Al Smith 
for the Democratic nomination for 
President in 1928.” 


RADIO LINK FORECAST 
TO CONNECT FRANCE 


French Engineer Tells Foreigit 
Service Students of Late 
Developments. 


A transatlantic radio system between 
France and the United States, as the 
next step in radio communication, was 
predicted last night by M. Corbeillcr, 
chief engineer of the French Telegraph 
System, in an address before the stu- 
dents of the Georgetown School of For- 
eign Service. 

M. Corbeiller, who is delegate to the 
International Radiotelegraph Confer- 
ence, outlined recent developments in 
internatiqnal radio, and discussed its 
future prospects. He predicted France 
will be linked with the transatlantic 
telephone system, permitting communi- 
cation by radio from the United States 
to France, via England, as soon as the 
channel cable is repaired. 

He said hope for eliminating the 
inconvenience of static in transatlantic 
communication lies largely in develop- 
ment of radio photography, which 
would permit sending of messages, not 
in code, but by actual photographs 
He outlined the advantages of the 
new “Marconi beam system” of radio- 
telegraphy.

AMERICA ON THE SEAS. 


Mr. Bridgeman, first lord of the admiralty, 
told the House of Commons yesterday that the 
British government was now reluctant to lay 
down any more 10,000-ton cruisers, because it 
is hoped that naval limitation may yet be 
reached. He intimated that “although Great 
Britain’s proposals for limitation in the num- 
ber of 10,000-ton cruisers had not been agreed 
a new situation had arisen 
limitation might be 


to at Geneva,” 
which gave hope that 
accomplished. 

It would be very interesting to American 
citizens to know the nature of this ‘‘new situa- 


tion.” Is the British government about to ask 
the great powers to another conference on 
naval limitation? Or has it received informa- 
tion that another conference is to be invited, 
possibly by President Coolidge? No light has 
been shed on that subject in the United States, 
beyond the remark by President Coolidge in 
his Union League address that “‘we shall round 
out our navy with more submarines and more 
cruisers.” This remark would not indicate 
that another conference is impending, so far as 
the United States Government is aware. 

Mr. Coolidge is known to be in favor of 
building more 10,000-ton cruisers. In _ this 
attitude he is supported by Congress and by 
public opinion. The United States stands far 
below both Great Britain and Japan in big 
cruiser strength, and it is universally felt in 
this country that, in view of the failure of 
Great Britain to agree to -parity In naval 
strength, it is incumbent upon the United 
States to bring its naval strength up toward 
equality with that of}Great Britain. 

A proposal! from the British government for 
a new conference would be received with sur- 
prise in this country. A large proportion of 
the people would be inclined to urge President 
Coolidge to accept the invitation. A _ still 
larger proportion, however, would . look 
askance at the proposal, as a move to dissuade 
the United States from the immediate construc- 
tion of big cruisers. The fact that only four 
months have elapsed since the spokesmen of 
the British government positively refused to 
agree to a plan providing for naval equality 
between Great Britain and the United States 
makes it difficult for Americans to accept the 
idea that the British government is now ready 
to change its mind and accept a position of 
parity witb the United States on the seas. 

Mr. Coolidge has caused it to be Known that 
the American policy of building up the navy 
is not caused by the breakdown at Geneva. 
he United Statesintends to build more 
cruisers because it needs them for the pro- 
tection of its expanding commerce and for nDa- 
tlonal defense, not because Great Britain is 
planning cruisers for protection of her trade 
routes. The expansion of the American mer- 
chant marine is a certainty, although Congress 
has not yet adopted an effective plan to that 
end. But even with the fleet that exists, 
American commerce is rapidly growing in all 
parts of the world, and some regions are sub- 
ject to disturbances that may make it neces- 
sary for American cruisers to get busy. 
| Whatever other nations may do, the Amer- 
ican flag will sail the high seas, protected by 
the United States Navy. Never again wili the 
United States permit its ships to be seized 
under foreign orders which are set up as inter- 
national law. When the Geneva conference 
broke down, after Great Britain and Jupan 
had accepted the invitation to curtail their 
armaments in agreement with the United 
States, Americans saw a great light. 


AND 


POPULATION 


Whether or not Congress shall decide to 
reapportion representation in the House is 
still to be decided. Possibly the situation as it 
now exists will be allowed to drift alone for 
another three years. But certainly foliowing 
the census of 1930, for the taking of which 
Director Steuart will soon be preparing. a 
new apportionment will be forced. 

That the new apportionment will result in 
throwing more legislative power into thickly 
populated sections at the expense of the 
suburban and rural communities is inevitable. 
Just how far that change will extend will de- 
pend very largely upon the fixation of the basis 
of representation. That the total membership 
of the House will be increased seems probable, 
as no State desires to lose numerical repre- 
sentation, and any effort made to decrease the 
number of members now allowed to any Siate 
is certain to lead to vigorous antagonism and 
very likely to a continuation of the deadlock.. 

It is estimated by the Director of the Census 
that the population of the United States will! 
be about 124,000,000 by 1930. This is more 
than 30 times the number included in the first 
census of 1790, which showed a total of 
8,929,214. Just as the Director of the Census 
makes public this estimate there comes from a 
special committee a recommendation for a 
new delimitation of the metropolitan district 
of New York. The area embraced within this 
proposed new district contains 3,765.5 square 
miles ‘with a population of approximately 
.9,500,000, which probably will be increased 
by at'least 500,000 by the time the census of

, THE TAX REDUCTION BILL. 


The ways and means committee has shaped 


the main outlines of the tax reduction bill as 
it will be presented to the House of Repre- 
sentutives. The bill will reduce taxes to the 


extent of about $236,000,000, as now esti- 


mated. The main reductions are Upon cor- 
poration incomes, from 13% per cent to 11% 
per cent, which will reduce revenues about 
$166,000,000; automobile sales tax, reduced 
to 1% per cent, reducing the revenues by 
$33,000,000; raising exemption of tax upon 
admissions to $1, reducing the revenues by 
$8,000,000; reducing by one-half the tax on 
club dues, cutting down the revenues by $5,- 
000,000. The bill also reduces or repeals the 
tax on cereal beverages, stock transfers, 
produce stamp tax and wine tax. The commit- 
tee voted to retain the inheritance or estate tax. 
It also refused to reduce the surtax on incomes 
falling within the intermediate brackets. 

The total reduction of taxes as agreed upon 
by the committee is greater than President 
Coolidge and Secretary Mellon deem to be 
wise, and less than is “demanded by the. Demo- 
cratic leaders in Congfess. But the estimated 
reduction is not far from. what was expected 
by the public, and if the bill should pass as 
prepared by the ways and means committee 
the public will be satisfied. 

It goes without saying, however, that the 
tax reduction bill will be the football of politics 
before it is enacted. This is a political year. 
Neither party will lose an opportunity to make 
capital out of taxpayers’ relief, and neither 
will concede any credit tothe other. The voter 
and taxpayer will be asked by each party to 
believe that the opposing party was bent upon 
loading him down, and that only the patriotic 
and determined action of the party of the first 
part prevented the outrage. 

The public would like to see the tax reduc- 
tion bill passed by Congress early in the sés- 
sion. If it can get through before flood con- 
trol, naval increase and-other big appropria- 
tion projects are considered, the taxpayers will 
feel sure that temporary relief is coming, even 
if future years will see an increase again. 

If the public were organized to protect itself 
it would insist upon a reduction of prices. by 
all corporations that are to receive the benefit 
of the 2 per cent cut in income tax. Will 
prices come down, or will corporations pocket 
the gift which Uncle Sam intends to spread 
to all the people? Will automobiles be cheap- 
er, as a result of the 1% per cent reduction 
of tax on sales? Wait and see. 


THE TRADE ARMISTICE. 


For a brief period, at least, the trade armi- 
stice between France and the United States will 
be maintained, and it will not be necessary at 
present for Assistant Secretary Lowman to 
issue orders to add 50 per cent to the duties 
on all French products arriving in this country 
Fortunately the diplomatic branch of the ad- 
ministration has been able to prevail upon the 
French government to suspend its proposed 
tariff schedules, under which German manu- 
facturers were to have profited greatly to the 
detriment of American commerce, until the 
representatives of the two countries may have 
a chance to reach a trade agreement. 

What threatened .to develop into a trade war 
between two friendly countries has been avert- 
ed. Nearly $1,000,000 worth of American ex- 
ports tied up at French ports since the Franco- 
German agreement went into effect have been 
started on the road to their ultimate destina- 
tion. 

It is believed that a new trade treaty will be 
concluded early in the coming year, and that 
the Senate will have ample time to secure rati- 
fication before the expiration of the modus 
vivendi. 


DISTRICT TAXATION, 


Only through group action and teamwork 
can the District of Columbia attain desired 
ends, in the opinion of Merle Thorpe, Editor 
of Nation’s Business. The most important 
problem now facing the city, he said further 
in an address delivered before the Board of 
Trade, is that of equitable fiscal relationship 
between the Federal and District governments, 

In the past, as Mr. Thorpe pointed out in 
his address, Congress has been laboring under 
the illusion that the local tax rate is compara- 
tively low. Citizens of many other areas are 
asked to pay considerably more than $1.70 as 
their tax rate. Elsewhere, however, tax valua- 
tions are not based upon market value. Wash- 
ington pays taxes far out of proportion to 
other communities. The District of Columbia 
is assessed on a valuation of $1,150,000,000, 
which is higher than the real estate assess- 
ment of Baltimore, with a population of 800,- 
000; higher than that of San Francisco with a 
population of 750,000, and only $250,000 less 
than that of Chicago. 

Group action and teamwork will be neces- 
sary to impress upon Congress the fact that 
Washington is entitled to relief from its ex- 
cessive tax burden. There should be no dis- 
senting voices in Washington’s appeal. The 
city must stand united in petitioning that a 
wrong be righted. 


THE PHILIPPINE QUESTION. 


Manuel Quezon, champion of Philippine in- 
dependence, has made a statement interpreted 
in some quarters as indicating that he has 
backed down a bit in his demand for immediate 
withdrawal] of the United States from the 
islands. Speaking before the Economic Ctub 
of New York City recently, he said that he did 
not see any reason why the Philippine problem 
could not be solved on the basis of the United 
States retaining its present trade relations and 


maintaining naval stations to protect Far’ 


Eastern trade. In any event, Mr. Quezon said 
that he hoped there would be an early settle- 
ment of one sort or another which would 
clearly fix the future relationships between 
the United States and the Philippines, so that 
American capital on a large scale, which {fs 
now kept out of the islands because of the 


political uncertainty of the future status, might

The matter of 
Philippine independence .has been confused 
only | by Filipinos themselves. The United 
States. stands on its original statement of 
policy, that independence will be granted as 
soon as Filipinos are able to assume the trust 
and burden of self-government. 

Any policy other than that pursued by the 
United States can end only in disaster. Divided 
responsibility will not«swork. America is in- 
terested . in the Philippines to a considerably 
greater extent than as a source of supply of 
certain raw materials, a Far Eastern market 
of great possibilities, and a naval base. Were 
there not also a desire to aid the Filipinos in 
building themselves up as a body politic, the 
so-called problem could be handled in any of 
half a dozen different ways. 

Mr. Quezon said further of his plan that 
under it the United States “would have all 
the advantages it now has in the Philippines 
without the responsibilities.” Responsibility 
once assumed, however, can not justifiably be 
discharged until it has been fulfilled. The 
United States must be the judge of its re- 
sponsibility toward the Philippines. 


———— 
FARMING IN BRITAIN. 
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The question of agriculture is naturally an 


important one for a country like Britain, which 
does not produce food enough to support its 
population, especialy now that the plethoric 
proportions of that population have begun to 
cause anxiety among its statesmen and econ- 
omists. With a view to getting the best pos- 
sible results from the land actually under culti- 
vation and to. stimulating a still greater 
development of tillage, the Rothamsted experi- 
mental station is maintained. There an im- 
mense amount of research work is carried on 
into the principles underlying the great facts 
of agriculture, always, of course, with an eye 
single to an improvement of the standard. 

The report for 1925-1926 shows that for 
turnips, swedes, and wheat the cultivation of 
arable land is shrinking, but that intensified 
culture, such as that of potatoes, vegetables, 
fruit, and sugar beet, continues to expand. 
Thus, while the average yield of potatoes in 
1905-1914 was 3,614,000 tons, it had risen in 
1925 to 4,209,000 tons. Sugar beet rose from 
180;000 tons in 1924 to 440,000 tons in 1925. 
Orchards in the eastern counties, which had an 
average of 51,132 acres in 1905-1914, in- 
creased to $1,477 acres in 1925, while the acre- 
age under smal] fruit in the same counties 
rose, for the same respective periods, from 
40,900 to 42,635. 

The Rothamsted researches show that nitrog- 
enous fertilizers increase crop yields in almost 
every season and are the steadiest of all] in 
their action, and that phosphates and potassic 
fertilizers are much less regular in action, but, 
where effective, are of considerable value. It 
is. also. pointed out that superphosphate is a 
sound investment for root crops, for while it 
may give little return in good seasons when 
roots are plentiful, it gives much-needed in- 
creases in bad seasons when roots are sccrce. 
For potatoes the experiments proved that the 
nitrogen fertilizers were the most consistently 
useful; as they gave every year, with rare ex- 
ceptions, an- increase of about 20 hundred- 
weight of potatoes per hundredweight of 
sulphate of ammonia, whatever the season 
and whether farmyard manure had been used 
or not, 

It is interesting to note that the Rothamsted 
scientists make light of the old bugaboo of the 
law of diminishing returns, which used to send 
tremors down the spine of the political econ- 
omists of other days. These moderns admit, 
in theory, the validity of the law and the force 
of the argument that beyond a certain point 
the use of fertilizers is not economically 
sound: but they hasten to add that most 
farmers are not near the point of diminishing 
returns, and that they ought to use plenty of 
fertilizer. 


INVIOLABILITY OF THE HOME. 


There should be little of interest in a court 
decision reaffirming the inviolability of a 
man’s home. Yet so frequently has this fun- 
damental right been violated of late, in at, 
tempts to enforce the prohibition laws, that a 
ruling handed down by Federal Judge Killits, 
holding court in aia Ohio, 
notice. 


In dismissing a case against a farmer ac- 
cused of having operated a still, on the ground 
that the Federal officers had no séarch war- 
rant when they invaded the property in the 
dead, of night, the judge said: 

The time has come for this court em- 
phatically to lay down to prohibition men 
the fact that there is a higher and more 
sacred law than the Volstead act or any 
prohibition law, and that is the sanctity 
of the home. That law is written into the 
Constitution. I am forced to instruct 
Federal agents, commissioners and dry 
agents that they must not, under any 
circumstances, go into a private residence 
without a warrant and must not accom- 
pany officers of other jurisdictions with- 
out a warrant. 

Judge Killits’ order constitutes a warning 
to that group of prohibitionists concentrating 
their efforts toward attempting to make search 
and seizure lawful whether or not a warrant 
has been sworn out beforehand. Such a law 
can not be made effective, for cdnstitutionally 
the inviolability of the American home is 
guaranteed. It makes no difference that the 
eighteenth amendment also is part of the Con- 
stitution. Granted that it should be enforced, 
no less than all other laws, its enforcement 
must be accomplished without voiding any 
other part of the American Magna Charta. 

Prohibition officers, or other individuals for 
that matter, who invade private property with- 
out adequate authority violate the law of the 
land and should be prosecuted. They enjoy 
no immunity beyond that accorded to ordinary 
citizens. Judge Killits rendered a wise deci- 
sion in freeing the citizen whose rights had 
not been respected.

The sergeant gave Tirado 
the coup de grace in the right side of 
the head, but the body still moved; 
then the sergeant shot him through 
the opposite side of the head. Six other 
bullets had already passed through his 


body. 
It. previously had been reported that 


Tirado had died from his wounds: in peo 


prison. 

According to the police, all the men 
confessed to their guilt in the Obregon 
attempt. The four bodies immediately 
were carried by squads of police from 
the courtyard to the street and placed 
The curious 
crowds surging around had an excel- 
lent view of them. They were then 
taken to a military hospital and will be 
handed over to relatives. 

The four condemned men break- 
fasted together in the dungeon in ig- 
norance of their fate. Meanwhile a 
su .court-martial had decided 
they must die. For breakfast they had 
eggs fried in Mexican style, with red 
and green peppers, bread and plenty 
of strong black coffee, and had smoked 
a cigarette in peace. 

Then officials told them. The ter- 
rible, unexpected tidings were received 
in silence, and the men were left alone 
together to write farewell messages. 

The priest’s last act, although not 
witnessed by any person now alive, 
was, according to the guards who heard 
what was said within the underground 
cell, to administe: the final rites of 
the church to his doomed companions, 
and attempt to cheer and hearten 
them. 

Prays for Slayers. 


Then, saying, “Good-by, my brother, 
good-by, my sons,” he stepped out into 
the courtyard, pulled his old sweater 
close around him against the biting 
cold and prayed to God to forgive his 
executioners, and died. 

As he turner his back to the wall 
and confronted th? soldiers with their 
rifles ready, he reached into his 
trousers pocket—an~° old wrinkled 
brown suit, not the robes of his church 
—and drew forth a rosary and crucifix, 
and knelt and told his beads and raised 
his clasped hands to heaven and 
prayed. 

This was by consent of the com- 
manding officer, who withdrew a few 
paces while the priest performed his 
last earthly devotions. When he arose 
from prayer, he kissed the crucifix and 
extended his arms to each side in the 
form of a cross, and, addressing the 
firing .yquad, whose leveled rifles 
pointed at his breast, he cried: “May 
God have mercy on you all.”

London, Nov. 23 (A.P.).—Wireless 
science is ca e of the whole 
fabric of representative government, 
George Bernard Shaw 4d in a 
lecture tonight before the Fabian So- 
clety. His*subject was “Democracy as 
a Delusion.” Elaborating his point, the 
noted writer said: 

“Nowadays speakers talk to millions 
of people.

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Special Master Finds Permit 
for Chicago to Take Off 
Water Is Valid. 


REPORT SUBMITTED 
TO SUPREME COURT 


Complaining States Said to 
Have No Sound Ground for 
Damage Claims. 


(Associated Press.) 

All material phases in the dispute 
over the diversion of water from Lake 
Michigan were decided in favor of Illi- 
nois and the Chicago Sanitary District 


by Charles Evans Hughes, former Asso- 
ciate Justice, in a report filed by him 
yesterday as special master, with the 
Supreme Court. 

The Great Lakes States which con- 
tested the diversion wil! be granted an 
opportunity to file with the court briefs 
challenging the findings and conclu- 
sions reached by Mr. Hughes. After- 
wards the court will set a day for hear- 
ing oral arguments of all pasties con- 
cerned and will then, under its reserved 
right, decide how far it will adopt the 
findings and conclusions of its special 
master and to what extent, if any, these 
should be modified, 


Diversion Permit Upheld. 


Having before him complaints 
brought by all the Great Lakes States 
except Illinois, representing three 
Separate attacks upon diversion, Mr. 
Hughes, after taking testimony, recom- 
mended that the cases be dismissed. He 
found the pérmit granted March 3, 
1925, by the Secretary of War, under 
which the diversion was being made, 
was valid, and held that the complain- 
ing States should have the right to pro- 
ceed against the withdrawal should it 
at any time con inue without the sanc- 
tion of Congress or of administrative 
officers acting under its jurisdiction. 

Taking the position that the consent 
of the United States was necessary to 
make any withdrawal lawful and 
that Congress had the power to 
regulate the diversion. Mr. Hughes 
found that while Congress had 
not directly authorized the di- 
version it had conferred authority 
upon the Secretary of War to do so 
and that his permit for the withdrawal 
was authorized and was not arbitrary 

The complaining States were success- 
ful in their contention that the diver- 
sion, of 8,500 cubic feet of water a sec- 
ond had resulted in lowering the lake 
levels 6 inches, whereas Chicago claimed 
it was only 4, but the special master 
thought this lowering could be pre- 
vented by compensating works which 
Illinois and the sanitary district had 
offered to construct. 


Finds Permit 


While the diversion primarily was 
for sanitary purposes, Mr. Hughes said, 
he concluded the interests of naviga- 
tion were so closely affected as to war- 
rant the permit. He expressed the be- 
lief that as Chicago progressed with the 
development of other means of dispos- 
ing of its sewage the volume of Water 
withdrawn from Lake Michigan would 
be decreased. 

On the important question of the 
Hability of Illinois and the sanitary 
district for damages resulting from the 
lowering of lake levels, Mr. Hughes, 
finding that a part of the lowering 
was due to the diversion, decided 
against the Great Lakes States. He

The Chemical Warfare Service of the 
Army renders valuable peace-time serv- 
ice along with its preparation for pos- 
sible emergencies, according to the an- 
nual re Fries, 
chief of the service. 

The report shows that while the tech- 
nical activities of the service for the 
fiscal year 1927 were devoted primarily 
to development of chemical warfare 
equipment and supplies for the Army, 
researches, including means of destruc- 
tion of the boll weeyil, foe of the cot- 
ton plant, and protection of material 
subject to marine borers also were car- 
ried on. 

Outstanding achievements for the 
year, the report points out, include de- 
velopments in both individual and col- 
lective protection against chemical 
agents, development of a method of 
their distribution from airplanes, and 
decisive results in the boll weevil in- 
vestigation. The service also has main- 
tained a considerable manufacturing 
program of gas masks. Chemical war- 
fare research was carefully planned and 
contacts maintained with virtually all 
related scientific and industrial re- 
search activities in this country. More 
than 100 of the foremost technical ex- 
perts served as consulants to the serv-

home and his workshop. It is now 
thought that he will eventually conquer 
the tropics by learning how to cool his 
home and his workshop. 

However, there are phases of the heat- 
ing and ventilation problem that need 
improvement. Winter is our sickly sea- 
son. Pn2umonia, colds and sore throat 
abound, er faulty practice in heating 
and venti!s ug are in part responsible. 
In order to correct these faulty prac- 
tices, research work is required. 


Fishenden and Willgress contribute a 
study of the costs of heating rooms by 
various methods Research work of this 
character lays part of the foundation 
required for improvement in practice. 
Among the conclusions arrived at in 
this study are the following: 

“At 50 per cent efficiency hot-water 
radiators prove to be the. cheapest 
method of heating continuously a 
1,000 cubic foot room; but for a 4,000 
cubic foot room an open, low tempera- 
ture coke or coal fire is cheapest, until 
there are more than three people in the 
room, when hot-water radiation again 
become the most economical.” 

In the experiments steam heat and 
hot-air heating were nc used. In con- 
sequence there is no report on the rela- 
tive cost of these heating methods in 
comparison with either hot water or di- 
rect radiation from fires or gas or elec- 
tric heaters. The comparison was be- 
tween convection heating represented 
by hot-water heat and radiation heat, 
b” means cf several types of heaters. 


Other conclusions are: “For contin- 
uous air heating as will prove more 
expensive than coke; electricity than 
gas; and the same holds true for con- 
tinuous radiation heating.” Of course, 
this conclusion may not apply where 
the price of either coke, coal, gas or 
electricity was exceptionally high or 
exceptionally low. 

“Whatever tie method of heating 
adopted the cost will be closely allied 
with the completeness of the insula- 
tion of the rooms. It is of the greatest 
importance to construct houses in such 
@ way as to avoid high conduction 
losses. The losses through windows, 
for example, can be reduced to about 
half by double glazing and a substan- 
tlal reduction in the heat flow through 
brick walls is effected by the introduc- 
tion of an air space between the two 
thicknesses of brick. The major part 
of the energy liberated in a room by 
hot water radiators is spent in making 
good the convection logses.” . 

A perfectly insulated house would 
require very little heating. The advan- 
tage of proper insulations is doubly 
great in a country where there are 
cold winds.

Mr. Work’s Pointer 
On Auction Bridge 


POINT of play that often bothers 


A the Bridge player is the topic of 
this week’s series of Bridge 
articles, viz., when to finesse. 


Yesterday’s hands were: 


In both hands South (Closed Hand) 
is playing a No Trump contract; the 
adversaries have not bid. The play 
to trick 1 is: 


To trick 2, South (Closed Hand) 
leads the Five of Clubs; West plays the 
Deuce. The question in each case is: 
How should Declarer handle the Club 
sult? 


The Answers. 


No. 3. Declarer needs four Club 
tricks for game; if West has the Queen 
(an even chance) the finesse will win; 
the odds are against East having the 
Queen and exactly one other Club, in 
which case the finesse loses. With 
eight or less cards of a suit in his two 
hands, Declarer should finesse Ace- 
King-Jack; but usually should pro- 
tect himself against a possible single- 
ton Queen. In this case, Dummy 
should play the King on trick 2 so as 
to capture East’s Queen if it be solus 
(a remote chance but do not take 
an unnecessary risk). To trick 3, Dum- 
my should lead a Diamond which 
Closed Hand should win. Trick 4, 
Declarer should lead a second Club 
from Closed Hand and, if West play 
& small Club, should finesse (play 
Jack) in Dummy. 

No. 4.. Declarer, having a total of 
nine Clubs in his two hands, should 
not finesse; the best chance is to try 
to drop the adverse Queen. It is a 
close choice with a little margin in 
favor of the attempt to drop.

Cadets’ Star Backs to 
Concede Weight to 
Midshipmen.

NNAPOLIS, Md., Nov. 23.— The 
last day but one of practice on 
home grounds saw t: e Annapolis 

Midshipmen at their work with grim de- 
termination, thoroughly realizing the 
supreme test that lies ahead when they 
face the West Point Cadets on Satur- 
day, and witl a feeling of growing con- 
fidence that thev will be able to match 
wits, stamina and fight with their 
rivals who have admittedly gone 
through a more impressive preliminary 
season. 

Also in spite of Army’s apparent ad- 
vantage Navy people feel that the 
Middies will develop a punch that they 
have not hitherto shown and all i1ands 
are hopeful of success. The squad 
practiced in the open toda;, compared 
to the secrecy that clothed yesterday’s 
session, 

Heavy work was completed on Tues- 
day, so there was no scrimmage, except 
of a dummy nature to smooth off some 
of the special formations. Similarly 
there was an extensive drill on the 
defense against forward passes, Ensigns 
Tom Hamilton dnd Gouge, of the 
coaching taff, alternating in throwing 
and receiving them. Some went 
through successfully, but the backs 
smeared the majority. 

While the Army boys have practically 
an all-star backfield, the advantage in 
weight probably will be with Navy. 
Lloyd, left half, and Clifton, full back, 
weighing 200 and 190 pounds, respec- 
tively; Capt. Hannegan, at quarter, 
carrying 163, and Ransford only 150, 
give the quartet an average of 175%. 


The Cadets, however, will have a 
sturdier, as well as more experi- 
enced forward wall, with such play- 
ers as Sprague, Zeman, Hammack, 
Born and others. The Navy line 
from wing to wing, inclusive, shows 
an average of 177 2-7. Paul Woer- 
ner at right guard is the heaviest, 
195, and “Ted” Sloane, teft end, 
the lightest, 153.

Baty, Former Ps GRR) 
Star, Is Surprise 
Weapon of Crum. 


“Sweet Full Back” Is 
Guarded From Eyes 
of C. U. ‘Scouts. 


“MYSTERY MAN” will. be injected 

. into the George Washington Uni- 
versity line-up this afternoon in 
the football: game with Catholic Uni- 
versity, according to the preparations 
of George Washington coaches, it has 


been learned | 

No royal nl apparent ever was more 
closely gua and shielded from the 
glare of publicity than this player whom 
Coach Crum has groomed especially as 
& surprise weapon, and who, by Coach 
Crum’s Own admission, is a “sweet full 
back” and one of the best players on 
the.team. 

Cast in the hero role of a situation 
that smacks intensely of the college 
fiction tale is William C. Baty, late of 
Alabama University, and the wunder- 
cover threat that George Washington 
will carry into the game today against 
its chief rivals in the Brookland bowl’s 
annual holiday classic. 


Baty only a few days ago responded 
to Coach Crum’s urgent call for 
football material as the important 
game with Catholic University 
neared. Hard pressed for reserve 
strength as a result of the sparsity 
of talent among the small squad 
of seventeen players, George Wash- 
ington faced the game sadly handi- 
capped, but the addition of Baty 
to the squad has greatly. bolstered 
the team’s offensive and defensive 
power. 


Ignorant of Baty’s affiliation with the 
school, George Washington coaches had 
not reckoned upon his aid until the 
final call for material was isued. Baty 
made an immediate impression upon 
Coach Crum with his fine work in prac- 
tice and his play justified the reputa- 
tion he had earned as a member of the 
University of Alabama’s back field in 
1921 and 1922. Baty is a third year 
student at George Washington and 
within the one-year eligibility rule. 

Extreme precautions.have been taken 
by George Washington coaches to guard 
Baty from the peering eyes of Catholic 
University scouts and reporters and 
Sherlock Holmes methods have been 
employed to allay suspicions that a 
newly added star was on the squad. 

Washington Post reporters, who 
learned of the presence of Baty with 
the team could glean only by the most 
round about methods that Baty was the 
same player who had been considered 
a star while at Alabama University. 

While a group picture of the squad 
was being taken, Baty was shunted to 
the far side of the gridiron by Coach 
Crum and deliberately segregated from 
the remainder of the squad while re- 
porters were on the field. 


Wearing a huge number 11 on 
his back, Baty was easily distin- 
guishable until it was discovered 
that another player also. wore the 
same number. Coincidentally, Baty 
wears a moustache and coincident- 
ally the other player on the squad 
wearing number 11 also is mous- 
tached. 


The No. 11 on Baty’s broad back is 
a genuine No 11, such as is found on 
most any football squad, but the No. 
11 that is worn by Baty’s “double” 
seems to be a hastily devised 11 which 
lays claim to being a No. 11 only by 
virtue of the fact that an added white 
strip of cloth has been very apparently 
sewed alongside legitimate No. 1, to 
give all the appearance of a No. 11. 

In practice Baty disported himself 
with all the earmarks of an experienced, 
intelligent football player and he was 
used in the line at guard as well as in 
the backfield. He was not announced 
last night as a member of the starting 
George Washington line-up, but’ Coach 
Crum asserted that he would play. It 
is probable that Baty will play guard 
on the offensive and full back when 
Catholic University is on the attack.

Bettleheim, ~ 
jr.. chairman of the Veterans of Fore © 
eign Wars national legislative commit- — 
tee, and Brig. Gen, Frank 
director of the Veterans’ Bureau. 

The program of the Legion consists . 
of five measures, chief of which is its 
proposal for passage of a universal draft — 


and resources in time of war. 

The Veterans of Fore Wars asked — 
service pension for veterans disabled 
and those who are unable medically, 
as well as by record, to 
connection of their present disabilities. 

Both organizations are campaigning 
for better and additional hospitaliga- 
tion. The Legion proposed the erection — 
of new hospitals and the approriation 
of $14,000,000 for this purpose. 

Other measures proposed, by the 
Legion were legislation providing for 
the retirement of disabled emergency 
Army officers, the transfer of control 
of the national soldiers’ homes to the 
Veterans’ Bureau and a greater national 
defense. 

Strayer .also urged the President to 
consider a measure for consolidation 
of all Federal veteran relief agencies, 
especially the Veterans’ Bureau, the 
Pension Bureau and the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, under 
one department head. 

The Legion will exert its full strength 
on the next Congress toward the pas- 
sage of a universal draft act, planned 
to do away with war-time slackers and 
war-time profiteers. 

Legion officials point out that pas- 
sage of a universal draft act would en- 
able the Government to have the re- 
sources of the Nation, both man power 
and industry, completely mobilized at 
the beginning of war. 

Intimations that President Coolidge 
is in sympathy with the proposed vet- 
erans’ pension law were given in the 
course of an address by Commander 
Strayer at a banquet held in his honor 
last night in Harvey’s by the Wash- 
ington department of the organization. 

Representative Thomas Blanton, of 
Texas, and Gen. Hines, director of the 
Veterans Bureau, also placed themselves 
on record in favor of further relief 
measures at last night’s banquet. 


Forbids Sunday Work 
On State’s Highways 


Columbia, S. C., Nov. 23 (AP.).— 
There will be no more work on South 
Carolina highways on Sundays, except 
in the event of an emergency. C. E. 
Jones, chairman of the State Highway 
Commission, announced today when he 
made public a letter to Highway Com- 
missioner Sawyer, informing him that 
ordinary work on highways on Sunday 
will not bé “tolerated.” - 

“I shall have stricken from the list 
of eligible bidders all contractors who 
violate the commandment concerning 
the Sabbath,” the chairman wrote, 
“and employes of the State Highway 
Commission encouraging such continu- 
ation of work, or who fail to promptly 
report all such cases, shall be dis- 
charged without notice.”

“Since writing my letter of July 18, 
1927, to you, the commission had @& 
conference with Mr. Bulkley and Col, 
Charles Keller, representing the appli- 
cants for a preliminary permit now bée« 
fore your commission, with a view to 
ascertaining whether a reasonable 
power development would not be possie 
ble without destroying the essential 
park values of the Great Falls and the 
gorge of the Potomac River down to 
Chain Bridge. All the modifications of 
the project, which seem in the light o£ 
present facts to promise the possibility 
of accomplishing this, were considered, 

“While the economic practicability of 
any of these suggestions could obvie 
ously not be definitely determined 
without further investigation, and the 
applicants persistently advance th 
plea in behalf of their being granted @ 
preliminary permit, nevertheless the 
investigation of the project by Governe 
ment officers has already been suffie 
cient to define fairly well the economies 
limitations of the project, and to make 
it clear even now that modifications of 
the project along any of the lines sug- 
gested would probably so increase its 
cost as very nearly to consume the 
margin of profit. This commission is, 
therefore, as the result of the confere- 
ence with the applicants, only cone 
firmed in its belief that the two 
projects are incompatible. 


Quotes Resolutions Adopted. 


“The results of this conference and 
further deliberation bave led this 
commission to adopt the following 
resolutions: 

“First—The commission believes that 
the park values of the Potomac River 
are paramount and should be pre- 
served; 

“Second—Any power development 
that may be practicable should be so 
adjusted as to substantially retain the 
park values; 

“Third—If an investigation is neces- 
sary to work out the * possible ad- 
justments,. such investigation should 
be made by public agency; 

“Fourth—A preliminary ower pere 
mit should not be issued until such 
investigation shal. have been come 
pleted. 

“This commission has a definite park 
project. If the investigation, suge 
gested above, be left.to the applicants, 
it may be so long delayed as to permit 
material increase in the cost of land 
to the Government and perhaps make 
parts of it unobtainable. Should the 
Federal Power Cc nmission decide that 
further: investigation is desirable, this 
commission would be very happy to 
cooperate in such further study.”’
